BEEF CATTLE PRODUCTION 
DEPENDENT ON LOCATION 
Experiments have been carried 
on by the Animal Husbandry Divi- 
sion, Centrale Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, on the economy of raising 
and marketing beef at different 
ages and weights, Some of the re- 
sults obtained so far indicate that 
baby beef can best be produced 
in areas where there is abundance 
of grain and pasture and roughage 
is in short supply. Since they are 
marketed much younger, the turn- 
over is much larger and thus baby 
beef is better adapted to farming 
enterprises in which the overhead 
is relatively high. On the other 
hand, marketing animals as two- 
year-olds make maximum use of 
roughages and pastures. Yearlings 


are more or less_ intermediate. 
Although other factors must be 
taken into consideration such as 


markets, available buildings, skill 
and experience of operators, it 
would appear that the decision 
as to which type of beef production 
would be the most suitable for a 
particular farm or district would 
depend largely on the kind and 
amount of crop and pasture produc- 
ed on the farm or in the district.

BARLEY GROWERS

BRITAIN BUYS CANADIAN 


The large part that Canada has 
taken in providing Britain with 
foodstuffs and materials is revealed 
in the United Kingdom trade re- 
turns for 1947 

Of all the flour imported by Bri- 
tain during the year, Canada sup- 
plied 72 per cent; wheat, 82 per 
cent: Oats, 90; bacon 73; cheese, 12; 
condensed milk, 20; tobacco, 7; non- 
ferrous metals, 27; timber, 37; al- 
loys, 70; and newsprint, 50 per cent. 

The total value of United King- 
dom experts during 1947, amount- 
ing to $4,548 million, was nearly 
two and a half times that of 1938, 
but allowing for price changes, the 
volume of export trade was only 
108 per cent of the prewar year. 
The United Kingdom is still a long 
way from its export target, which 
has been set at 43 per cent above 
1938 by June and 64 per cent above 
that year by December 1948. Con-
